Albany, N. T., Sept. 15.—[Special.j—Presi- 
@ent Taft upholds Richard A. Ballinger, sec- 
retary of the interior, on all points involved 
in the Ballinger-Pinchot controversy in re- 
gard to the conservation of the natural re- 
sources. 

The president's support of his cabinet ad- 
viser is set forth at length in a letter written 
by the president to Secretary Ballinger and 
given out by Mr. Taft on his special train this 
afternoon. 

The letter containg; no direct reference te 
Gifford Pinchot, head of the bureau of for- 
estry. Mr. Taft, so his friends say, would re- 
gret much to lose Pinchot, but he felt that the 
time. had come for him to take a decided 
stand in the controversy. 

Mr. Taft himself denies that there has been 
any blacksliding from the declared policy 
of the Roosevelt administration in favor of 
a conservation of natural resources. With- 
out bringing any direct contrast, he makes it 
plain that several things done by the Roose- 
velt administration along the lines of the 
conservation were without authority of lew, 
but that the present administration intends 
to keep absolutely within the statutes. 


Taft Sets Future Standard. 

That has been Secretary Ballinger’s an- 
wer all along to the contentions of Pinchot 
and his friends that he is, out of sympathy 
with the Roosevelt policy and in favor of 
corporate and individual control. The presi- 
dent sets this standard for the conservation 
policy of the future: 7 

“In my judgment he is the best friend of 
the policy of censervation of natural re- 
sources who insists that every step taken in 
that direction should be within the law, and 
buttressed by legal authority. Insistence 
on this is not inconsistent with a whole heart- 
ed and bona fide interest, and enthusiasm m

Rochester Minn, Sept. 15.— [Special. 
Gov. John A. Johnson of Minnesota is in a 
eritical condition following an operation 
performed on him by Drs. William J. and 
Charles Mayo this morning. 

The patient, who had been extremely in all 
day, was said to be improved at 12 o'clock, 
and his physicians stated that he would sur- 
vive the night. At midnight Dr. C. F. Me- 
Nevin, house physician of St. Mary's hos- 
pital, issued the following bulletin: 

“Gov, Johnson has taken a turn for the 
better. His pulse is better, being down to 
140. Him abdominal pains have been re- 
lieved and he apparently has successfully 
passed the first crisis of the shock following

| FLAT SCENE OF TRAGEDY. 


Screams Attract. Neighbors in -a 
Prairie Avenue Apartment 
Building; Stories of 
Quarrels. 


Two screaming womer, both wounded, 
called for help from the first floor apartment 
at 5009 Prairie avenue yesterday afternoon 
and alarmed neighbors rushed into the fiat. 
When they arrived they found one déad with 
eleven bullet holes in her body and the other 
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yo coy for several seasons. A few months

When asked by State’s Attorney Wayman 
why he had failed to act against the Franks 
after learning of gambling in their piace, and 
why he had pot reported the bribe offer to 
the public prosecutor, Clancy hid behind the 
statement that he would not mix up his name 
“with such scoundrels.’ 
asked if it was not a policeman’s business 
to take cognizance of ‘‘ scoundrels” and to 
mix with them at the call of duty. Clancy 
granted this was the case, but still offered 
no other excuse for his inaction. 

Denies Capt. Harding Story.

Clancy whether he' (Clancy) ever had told 
anybody that Capt. P. J Harding had offered 
him money in the case of Jennie Streeter,

Overcome by Pain on Monday. 

Mr. Johnson was overcome by pain in his 
office in the state capitol Monday afternoon 
and Was. rushed -to his residence in an auto- 
mobile. At his home preparations immedi- 


where he arrived late that night, suffering 
intensely. 

Gov, Johnson was upon the operating table 
for two hours and fifty-three minutes. 

A number of physicians witnessed the op- 
eration, some of whom were from St. Paul, 
and it is known that in conversations over 
the telephone with friends in St. Pau! they 
intimated that Gov. Johnson's condition 
was considered grave. 

Dr. H. H. Witherstein of this city, a state 
senator, is known to have given the gov- 
ernor’s private secretary a gloomy view of 
the case, saying that it was one of the most 
terrible operations of the kind he ever wit- 
nessed.”’

Mrs. Silvers died at the, Washington Park 
hospital at 10 o’clock last night, and hefore 
dying confessed she had killed her sister-in- 
law and shot herself. 


Knife Is Missing. 

The appearance of the two women almost 
simultaneously at opposite ends of the flat 
and the fact that both women bore knife 
wounds and the failure of the police to find 
any trace of a knife led the police and Jo- 
seph Springer, coroner’s physician, to ad- 


vance the theory—before Mrs. Silver's con- 


tesslon and death—that there may have been 
a third person on the scene of the tragedy. 

A strange feature is the fact that no one 
heard shots fired, although there were per- 
sons in all of the neighboring flats.

AUTO KILLS MRS. H. F. GOOD 


She Is Crushed to Death and Her 
Mother, Mrs. Hoxie, Injured. 


COMING HOME FROM EAST. 


Car Stalled in Mud Near Buffalo Slips 
Over Embankment. 


Mrs. Harry F. Good was killed last night 
eighteen miles from Buffalo, N. Y., when the 
automobile in which she; her mother, Mrs. 
John R. Hoxie, and her brother, John Hoxie, 
were returning from à tour of the east 
plunged over an embankment. Mrs. Hoxtie’s 
right wrist was broken and she was cut and 
bruised. Her son was thrown out as the car 
took its wild leap and was not injured. 

Mrs. Hoxie’s residence is at 4440 Michigan 
avenue. Her daughter lived at Lake Forest. 

The Hoxie car was one of several stalled 
by the heavy rain shower which softened the 
road to slimy mud in the afternoon. Fearing 
to take the dangerous hill at Bighteen Mile 
bridge, which rises some forty feet near the 
crossroad to Glen Flora, Charles Chesman, 
the chauffeur, stopped his car about forty 
feet west of the bridge. When the showers 
passed he got out and prepared to put on the 
chains. He had put on the grip chain on the 
left hind wheel and was completing his task 
on the rear right wheel when the heavy car, 
of its momentum, began to slip down the hill 


refidly. 
Women Cry Out; Car Rolls On. 


One of the women in the car screamed. 
Chesman dropped the chain and rushed for- 
ward to get to the wheel. Realizing the 
danger, Mrs. Good, who was in the tonnean 
with her mother and brother, reached over 
the back of the seat to grasp the wheel and 
control the heavy motor, which was going 
at least fifteen miles an hour. 

Just at this point the road narrows. The 
heavy car was right at the edge of the slip- 
pery decline. Chesman made a frantic and 
futile effort to push the car from the edge, 
but his strength was insufficient. The rear 
wheels left the edge, the huge car turned 
over with Chessman underneath, and shot 
down eight feet to the bottom of the em- 
bankment, there landing partly on a heavy 
post supporting a barb wire fence. 

As soon as they had recovered from their 
fright, autoists who were in other cars at 
different points along the road rushed to 
the rescue. So entangled was the car and 
the passengers beneath that it was the 
work of a hard half hour to raise the auto. 
Mrs. Good was dead when taken from the 
wreckage and was carried to a nearby cot- 
tage. Her body will be brought to Chicago.

BLOODSTAINED DIRK MAY SHOW 
GREWSOME MURDER MYSTERY. 


Knife Wrapped in Human Hair Is Be- 
Heved to Point Death of Chinese, of 
Whom Many Reside in Vicinity, 


The discovery of a blood stained dirk, 
wrapped in a gunny sack in a backyard of a 
liquor store at 3224 Fullerton avenue is a 
clew which detectives believe will reveal 
a grewsome murder mystery.

traveling and speechmaking in a trip across 
two states, President Taft tonight is resting 
in his private car on the presidential train. 
Mr. Taft arrived here at 11:06 and left ten 
minutes later, on his way to Chicago, where 
he will arrive at 11:30 a. m. tomorrow, to 
make his first important stop on a 13,000 mile 
tour of the west and south. 

President Taft was ir rare good humor to- 
day. He seemed thoroughly happy that the 
journey toward which he has been looking 
for several months had at last begun. He 
thanked those who came to greet him in the 
different cities and said he believed that the 
long and arduous trip would bring him into 
closer touch with the people than any other 
plan which ¢ould be devised. Mr. Taft saki 
that the more he could see of the country and 
the people during his term of office, the better 
presideht he would make. 

The president set a precedent today for the 
entire trip by electing to run on a slow sched- 
ule. The New York Central lines surrounded 
the train with every precaution for its safety. 
There always were three men on the engine 
and prominent representatives of the traffic 
department were aboard from the start. 

If the president’s first day run is a fair 
sample of what his entire trip will be, ihe 
ordeal facing him is considerably more for- 
midable than the published schedule indi- 
cates. The president was not slated for a 
single speech today, but he talked at nearly 
every important stop; They were brief 
speeches, but long enough to put a little 
strain on his voice, and Dr. J. J. Richardson, 
the president’s physician, already is begin- 
ning to worry. 


Crane Guest at Breakfast.’ 


Arising in Boston on his birthday today, 
the president had as guests at breakfast 
Senator W. Murray Crane of Massachu- 
setts and former Secretary of the Treasury 
George B. Cortelyou. President Taft also 
was joined at the hotel by his aunt, Miss 
Delia Torrey of Millbury, Mass., and by 
Willam Nelson Cromwell. 

The president found his private car Mar 
flower awaiting him at the South station, 
while ahead of it was the auxiliary car 
Hazelmere, which takes the newspaper cor- 
respondents. In addition there was the 
private car of General Manager J. H. Hus- 
tis, of the Boston & Albany division, 

The presidential train pulled out of the 
station at 10:08 a. m., following train No. 
41, as the president waved a happy good- 
by to his vacation in the old Bay state. 

The special passed through Worcester, 
Mass., at 11:15a.m. A brief stop was made 
at the station, and the president's aunt, Miss 
Delia Torrey of Millbury, alighted. Presi- 
dent Taft addressed the crowd that had 
assembled at the station from the rear plat- 
form of his car. He was glad to meet the 
people of Worcester, whom he regarded as 
sort of relatives.

Pittsfield, Mass., was reached at 2:30 p. m., 
and there the train stopped six minutes. The 
president was presented with a five feot floral 
wreath by the Merchants’ association in 
hanor of his fifty-second birthday. The pres- 
idént made a few remarks from the platform 
and bade farewell to Senator Crane, who left 
the train at this ‘point. 
| This completed the stops in Massachusetts, 

and the train crossed over the line into New 
York a little later, arriving at Albany at 
8:45 p. m. The president put in a busy time 
during his stay in the Empire state capital, 
which lasted little over half an hour. 


Hughes Praised by Taft. 

Gov. Hughes was one of the first to board 
the president’s car and extend greeting 
Charles S. Francis of Troy, United Statés 
ambassador to Austria-Hungary; Judge John 
T. McDonough, a former member of the 
Supreme court of the Philippines, and Post- 
master James B. McEwan, who was a 
classmate of Mr. Taft at Yale, were among 
those who chatted with him during his stay. 

Responding to calis for a speech from the 
‘crowd at the station President Taft went out 
on the platform of thé observation car with 
Gov. Hughes. 

IJ want Gov. Hughes to come out and back 
me up on this platform,“ said the president. 
When we are together there is plenty of 
strength and we work better than on sep- 
arate platforms. 

“In Massachusetts, from where I have 
just come, I had a senator and a congréss- 
man or two to help me out on the platform, 
but L do not need any one here, for I have 
Gov. Hughes, and he always helps me out 
out the platform, and that’s were I need as- 
sitance.”’ 

President Taft then presented the gov- 


ernor. 

I have made a good many speeches in the 
last few years,” said the governor, but those 
I enjoyed making most were the onés tor 
which I had the*best subjects, and the best 
subjectsfor a speech is a man.

The Chicago Credit Men’s association gave 
a banquet last night in honor of F. Mc- 
Adow, the newly elected president of thé Na- 
tional Association of Credit Men. Mr. Mo- 
Adow is a member of the Chicago association

The local branch numbers 700 members out 
of a national membership of 11,000, said to be 
the largest and strongest commercial asso- 
ciation in the world.

VAN VLISSINGEN 70 TRLL ALL 


Forger Threatens Confession to 
Oppose Wife’s Divorce Suit. 


FRIENDS PLEAD IN VAIN. 


Attorney Resigns, but ‘Prisoner Re- 
mains Set in His Determination. 


Peter Van Vlissingen, now serving a sen- 
tence in JoHet prison as a forger of deeds and 
mortgages, has threatened to tell a new story 
involving some of his creditors in a fight he 
will make to prevent his wife, Jessie, from 
securing a divorce. 

Influences are being brought to bear, it is 
said, to induce Van Vissingen to abandon a 
proposed sensational defense to his wife's 
sult for divorce, which was filed Sept. 8, but 
the forger scoffe at his legal advisers, insist- 
ing that he will show neither his victims, his 
wife, nor his few remaining friende mercy. 


Is Determined in Stand. 

When warned that an answer to his wife’s 
bill of the character he proposes would doom 
him to a convict’s cell for perhaps the re- 
mainder of his life, he writes that he is de- 
termined in his stand. 

Attorney James Turnock, personal counsel 
for the forger convict, announces that he has 
deserted him, and when Van Viissingen was 
told that such sensational revelations as he 
proposed to make would materially damage 


suits of his victims against Bernard Rosen- 


berg and Maurice Rosenfeld, to whom he 
confessed, he replied that he would pursue 
the plan regardless of consequneces. 

Van Vlissingen demanded that I should 
prepare and file an answer that he would 
dictate,”’ said Attorney Turnock. I de- 
murred, and when he became insistent, I re- 
signed as his counsel.” 

Mrs. Van Vlissingen, in her bill for divorce, 
avers that as her husband is a felon she is 
entitled under the law to a divorce. Thereis 
but one defense to such a charge. Van Vlis- 
sengen says he will make that defense. 

Mrs. Van Vlissingen was employed in the 


N forger's office before their marriage, Feb. 4, 


1907. He says she was familiar with his 
business in its every detail. His proposed 
confession, he informed his counsel in writ- 
ing, has to do with circumstances surround- 
ing events prior to their marriage. 


May Involve His Wife. 

He loved his wife and fought to prevent 
her from seeking a divorce, said one who 
knew the forger best. But he is a vindictive 
man, also very set in his ways.“ 

Attorney Joseph R. Burres has filed an ap- 
pearance as counsel for Van Vlissingen in 
the divorce suit, but no answer to the bill 
has yet been filed. 

Previously Attorney Turnock acted as the 
forger’s adviser and general counsel, repre- 
senting him in the bankruptcy proceedings 
last winter when he made his, confession of 
his dealings with Rosenfeld and Rosenberg. 

I will not go into detaiis regarding Van 
Viseingen’s affairs, said Attorney Turnock, 
“other than to say that I have for good and 
sufficient reasons resigned as his counsel,”

The jury returned a verdict of death due 
to taking carbolic acid with suicidal intent.

Bankers’ association yesterday had cold and 
clammy facts laid down to them by E. C. 
McDougal, president of the Bank of Buffalo, 
Buffalo, N. Y. 

Mr. McDougal! in the course of his address 
as the retiring president of the section told 
the clearing house financiers that the time 
has arrived for short and sharp jerking up of 
certain banking methods which have been 
permitted to exist by common consent. 

He insisted upon a gold reserve for banks 
and abolition of the endless chain of 
dumping in bank notes, ordmary mercantile 
paper — though it might be the securities of 
the Standard Oil company —and anything 
in the currency line except the good old goid 
coin of the realm as the security for national 
bank note issues required by the government. 


Favors New Inspection System. 


Mr. McDougal sent a genuine shot of sur-

Mr. McDougal! went on record as favoring 
reform in the currency system at tne earliest 
practicable moment and paying certain trib- 
ute to Representative E. B. Vreeland, chair- 
man of the committee on currency of the 
house of representatives. 


Address of Retiring President. 

Mr. McDougal’s statements caused wide- 
spread comment during the balance of the 
day among the bankers. He said, in part: 

J challenge any man to give one suffi- 
clent reason why clearing house examiners 
are not imperatively desirable. It is seldom 
a practice is introduced with merits so uni- 
versally admitted; cheerfully by many, un- 
willingly by some, and tacitly by others. 

“A clearing house examiner. with the as- 
sistance of a clearing house committee, is 
unquestionably superior to the beet examiner 
from the office of the controller of the cur- 
rency, backed by all the authority of that 
office. 

Facility of consultation with the mem- 
ders of the clearing house committee (better 
judges of local credits than any bureau at 
Washington possibly can be), open toitsown 
examiner as to no other, so fortifies his judg- 
ment that it is as nearly correct as human 
imperfections allow. More important still, 
the slightest expression of a wish from the 
clearing house committee to a bank under its 
jurisdiction must have prompt attention. 

“ A delinquent bank may argue for months, 
and even for years, with the department of 
the controller of the currency. It dare not 
dally one day with the clearing house com- 
mittee. 


Gold “Only Proper Reserve.“ 


“Gold in a bank’s own vauit is the only 
proper reserve; not simply because it is gold, 
but because nothing else is universally ac- 
cepted in settlement of debts. At times 
nothing but gold will satisfy even our own 
citizens. For proof of this it is not necessary 
to go further back than 1895, when the 
United States government was compelled 
hurriedly to sell bonds for the sole purpose 
of buying gold with the proceeds, its own 
stock of gold having been depleted almost to 
the vanishing point by holders of greenbacks 
in this country who demanded gold in ex- 
change. 

The same apprehension existed during 
the silver scare of 1896, just one year later. 
Here is a positive proof that even the notes 
of the United States, which, in public estima- 
tion, are superior to the notes of any bank, 
are not so acceptable as gold. 

No other metal, no bank note of any of 
the great banks of the world, no obligation 
of any nation, however rich and powerful, is 
so acceptable. In times of adverse trade gold 
must be sent abroad to pay our debts. If all 
the reserves of all the banks throughout the 
United States consisted of gold, we should 
stand this strain much more easily than we 
do at present; neither would it cost the banks 
more to carry gold in their reserves than it 
costs them to carry notes of other banks. 


One serious objection to bank notes as — 


serve is that a debt owing by a bank and 
represented by its note is made the basis for 
a line of deposit liabilities of from fur to 
seven times its own value. 


Protection by Actual Cash. 

a “A bank's liabilities should be based on 
and protected by actual cash and not based 
on—I cannot correctly say protected by 
the Habilities of another bank. It is not nec- 
essay for me to argue with bankers to con- 
vince them of the danger of an endless chain 
of such operations. The trouble with bank- 
ers is that often they are governed not by 
sound banking principles, but by cupidity. 
A bank officer does not always ask ‘ Is this 
right? ‘Is this best for all?’ but ‘ Will it 
yield profit to the particular bank I serve?’ 
So long as such inflation pays and is sanc- 
tioned by law it will continue. 

“No banker will say that notes of the 
Standard Oil company, payable on demand 
secured. by government bonds exactly aa 
bank notes are secured, are not fully ag good 
as bank notes. In principle both issues are 
exactly alike. No banker claims that Stand- 
ard Oil company notes are a proper banking 


reserve. Neither are national bank notes. 


“The inflation we have most reason to 
fear and which is encouraged by our danger- 
ous currency and reserve laws is overtrad- 
ing. Against this practice banks constantly 
warn their customers. Overtrading was pre- 
eminently the main cause of the panic of 1907. 
Our currency and reserve laws were merely 
contributory causes. ; 

They also added to the sharpness of the 
panic after it was well under way. 

“If a bank receives from a mercantile 
house periodical statements showing that 
dach year it is increasing its assets and lia- 
bilities without proportionately increasng 
ite net capital, the bank regards the condi. 
tion of that house as becoming dangerous 
and insists that it curtail its business. at 
the same time that bank may be publishing,

‘SOME EXPRESS DISSENT.| 


Convention Delegates from Coun- 
try Fear Effect, but Others 
Withhold Views. | 


“Bomb No. 82-60 far as the nation’s 
bankers are concerned—was exploded jointly 
by President Taft in Boston and by Prest- 
dent George M. Reynolds of the American 
Bankers’ association in Chicago when they 
dashed the central bank proposition into the 
trembly discussion of the financial needs of 
the United States. 

The bankers, or those who cared to talk 

day, appeared to be divided. Frankly 
most of them admitted that they do not yet 
understand enough about the Proposal to go 
gpon record at this time. 

Some of the outspoken opponents of cen- 
tral banks of any variety went so far in 
condemnation of the suggestion as made by 
Mr. Reynolds and the broader declaration 
made by President Taft in the east as to 
voice the belief that the convention of the 


' gssociation tomorrow should adopt resolu- 


tions which would recommend the greatest 
ot caution in proceeding with the central 
bank proposal at least. Preferably they 
would place the association on record as 
‘opposing the whole theory of a central bank 
regardiess of the details of such a financial 
policy of the government. 


Big City Bankers Favor It. 


The majority of the men who talked dur- 
ing the day, however, at once gave loyal 
support to the program advised by Presi- 
dent Reynolds, and hailed with intense satis- 
faction the expression of President Taft in 
the Boston address—the first of the around 
the nation speeches of the éxecutive. 

Roughly marking the difference in senti- 
ment of the bankers yesterday, it may be said 
that the big bankers, the men who are 
in control of the huge metropolitan financial 
institutions, were outspoken in favor of the 
eentral bank proposal. 

Most friendly and cordially sympathetic 
utterances came from the city financiers, 
many of whom have had frequent opportu- 
nity to discuss ways and means of initiating, 
controlling, and safeguarding such a finan- 
cial system as is suggested by President 
Taft, and which was presented concretely 
by Mr. Reynolds to the bankers in conven- 
tion Tuesday. 

In more uncertain statements, the opposi- 
tion came from the bankers in the smaller 
cities and from the country ” bankers, who 
quietly expressed fear that a central bank 
would eventually wipe out the smaller bank- 
ing institutions. 


McKinney Says “Wait.” 


Congressman James McKinney of the 
Fourteenth Illinois district, one of the influ- 
ential members of the house committee on 
currency and former chairman of the execu- 
tive committee of the American Bankers’ 
association, took the latter view. 

Let's go slow,” said Congressman Me- 
Kinney. Let us study this proposition 
thoroughly. Personally, I prefer to await 
the calm and considerate judgment of the 
nation, and taking plenty of time for that. 
It may be the remedy for our present finan- 
cial system which must be found. I had 
hoped that the coming session of congress 
would find the needed remedy.“ 

Most of the bankers, especially those from 
the -western states, expressed satisfaction 
at the hint of President Taft that Senator 
Nelson W. Aldrich is about to swing around 
the circle explaining the views of himself 
and of the eastern financial interests upon 
‘the nation’s monetary needs. 


‘wilson Thinks It Spleadid, 
“Splendid idea.“ said Walter H. Wilson, 
city controller, speaking of the Central bank. 

“Certainly 1 favor it, and I think every busi- 
hess man and banker will favor the proposi- 
tion also when they thoroughly understand 
it. It is not a new idea, nor would it be an 
experiment, for there have been banks of 
issue in England and France. 

„ The financial panic of 1907 has plainly 
indicated the necessity for having some cen- 
tral bank of issue in order to tide over the 
times when for one reason or another 
stringency in currency is experienced. 

The people of the country would have 
faith in a central bank if operated along the 
lines indicated by Mr. Reynolds’ speech, and 
I have no doubt that it could be organized in 
such a way that no special interests, either 
financial or political would be especially 

served. 

Geographically, I belleve Chicago is the 
place for a central bank. I am not prepared 
to say without more careful study whether 
it is the logical place from other standpoints, 
but from all the arguments I have so far 
heard, it would seem to me that no mistake 
could be made by establishing the bank 
here.“ f 


Just What Country Needs. 

John V. Farwell is also in favor of the 
central bank. Of course, I favor the cen- 
tra! bank.“ he said. “That is just what 
this country needs and has needed for a 
long time. In a great country like this, 
where the big cities are the repositories for 
large amounts of money that are sent in 
dy country banks, it would be of enormous 
advantage to have a central bank organ- 
ized along the lines that Mr. Reynolds has 
eutlined. 

“I do not for a moment think that the 
eentral bank would take the place of the 
postal savings bank; in fact, I do not see 
that the two are allied in any way. I am 
sorry to see that the bankers are averse io 
the postal savings bank, but that is an- 
ther question and should not be discussed 
Or brought up in any way with the central 
bank, for it is Hable to befog the issues. 

“The central bank would be the balance 
wheel in the currency situation, which ia 
acking now. It would aid business at all 
times, and eepecially when for any reason the 
People of the country become panic-stricken 
and withdraw money from circulation, mak- 
ing it dificult for business enterprises to 

funds with which to carry on their 
Ordinary business.

Cer- 
tainly those with whom I have talked at 
the convention feel that Mr. Reynolds has 
outlined a great plan, which, if it can be car- 
ried out. will diminish the possibilities of 
financial panics." 

E. A. Hamill, president of the Corn Ex- 
change bank, said: “I favor the central 
bank idea. I should like to see it carried out, 
and I think that most of the bankers in the 
country feel the same way. It is not a new 
idea, but now is the time to put it into execu- 
tion, when the whole country is aroused to 
the necessity for currency reform.“ 


Power in Hands of Few. 

That there would be much opposition to the 
central bank idea was declared certain by 
Lawrence L. Gillespie, vice president of the 
Equitable Trust company of New York. 

“ Personally, I would not favor the prop- 
osition for a minute,“ said he, unless all 
sorts of restrictions were placed on the men 
who would control the institution. Enor- 
mous power would be in the hands of the 
few, and great harm could be done the finan- 
cial resources of the country unlese great 
precautions were taken. 

„It is going to be a hard matter to make 
the country bankers and ‘financiers who do 
not live down in New York believe that the 
central bank would be a good thing for them.

The Western Society of Engineers, after 
hearing a paper on harbor possibilities read 
by John M. Ewen. chairman of the harbor 
commission, last night, adopted resolutions 
appointing a committee to confer with the 
city council committee and to ‘attend the 
public hearings to be held for the purpose 
of discussing the report of the harbor com- 


mission. 


Mr. Ewen reviewed the harbor report made 
to the city officials and explained the recom-

BOAT GOES ON A SANDBAR. 


Anticipations of Feast Fade When 
Steamers Strike Seas. 


The agitated condition of Lake Michigan 
yesterday afternoon spoiled what otherwise 
would have been a festive outing to the 3,000 
bankers, who with their wives and families 
visited Gary, Ind., on two chartered boats.

A petition was filed late yesterday after- 
moon in the office of the clerk of the United 
States Circuit court of the northern district 
of Illinois charging the Illinois Publishing 
and Printing company, publishers of the 
Chicago Examiner, with reprinting copy- 
right material in the face of a restraining 
fajunction, ! 
The petition, signed by The Tribune com- 
peny and its solicitors, Mayer, Meyer, Aus- 
trian & Platt, asks the court to declare the 
defendant and its managing editor in con- 
1 tempt for violation of the injunction referred 
to. The latter applies to republication of 
the account of the discovery of the north 
pole by Robert E. Peary, which account was 
copyrighted by the New Tork Times com- 

pany and The Tribune company. 

Judge Grosscup granted the temporary in- 
junction. The petition calls attention to the 
fact that the defendants announced at the 
time that they would disregard the injunc- 
tion and take their chances.“ 


Owing to the visit of President Taft it is - 


not expected that Judge Grosscup will hear 
arguments on the petition today, but the 
matter probably will come before him to- 
morrow.

Scott's expedition was decided upon before 
the arrival of the news of the Cook and Peary . 
exploits, it admittedly was pressed forward 
with the intention to forestall a possible 
American expedition and because of quick- 
ened interest in polar exploration evinced by 
the projected German and Belgian expedi- 
tions to the antarctic.

the raising of the necessary funds, at least 
000 being required. 

A considerable portion of this already has 
been promised, and there is little doubt that 
the report that Commander Peary is likely to 
start for the south pole will stimulate the 
public and hasten the subscription of the 
remainder. The government has not yet an- 
nounced its intention of assisting the enter- 
prise financially, but it may be taken for 
granted that this will de done.

Matt Henson, Peary’s Body Serv- 
ant, Declares He Saw It. 


SLEPT THERE ONE NIGHT. 


Led Cheering for U. S. Flag in Eskimo 
Language. 


Battle Harbor. Labradox,(by wireless via 
Cape Ray, N. F). Sept. 15.— We hoisted the 
stars and stripes twice at the north pole.” 
said Matthew Henson, Commander Robert 
E. Peary's negro. lieutenant. pee 

Henson tonight gave an account of the one 
night and two days he anci Commander Peary 
and four Eskimos camped at 90 degrees north 
latitude. Henson personally assisted in rais- 
ing the American flag and he led the Eskimos 
in the cheers, and an extra cheer for old glory 
in the Eskimo tongue. 

Having spent eighteen years with Com- 
mander Peary and a considerable portion of 
that time in the arctics,’”’ said: Henson, I 
have acquired 4 knowledge of the dialect of 
the northern Greenland Eskimos, who prob- 
ably are superior to any other. As common- 
ly is known to travelers in the far north, the 
Eskimo entertains a strange prejudice to- 
ward any tongue but one, and it is therefore 
necessary for successful dealing with them 
to study their unwritten language. 


Negro Headed One Party, 


“ We arrived at the pole just before noon, 
April 6, the party consisting of the com- 
mander, myself, four Eskimos, and thirty- 
six dogs, divided into two detachments equal 
in number and headed respectively by Com- 
mander Peary and myself. We had left the 
last supporting party at 87 degrees 53 min- 
utes, where we separated from Capt. Bart- 
lett, who was photographed by the com- 
mander. Capt. Bartlett regretted that he did 
not have a British flag to erect on the ice at 
this spot, so that the photograph might show 
this as the farthest north to which the banner 
of Britain had been advanced. 

„ kept a personal diary during this his- 
toric dash across the ice field. Our first task 
on reaching the pole was to build two wiods, 
as the weather was hazy and prevented tak- 
ing accurate observations to confirm the dis- 
tance traveled from Cape Columbia. Having 
completed the snowhouses, we had dinner, 
which included tea made.on our alcoho! 
stove, and then retired to rest, thus sleeping

Henson learned from the Eskimos that for 
three days in Whale sound last month they 
saw a cloud of smoke and there was an odor 
like brimstone.

they recommended that it be returned to the

Cause of Second Withdrawal. 


Tou also advised me that it was possible 
to proqure from the geological survey an ac- 
curate statement of the water power sites 
which were available, and which might be 
subjected to private ownership and that you 
would direct the geological survey to make 
such statements, and that then there could 
be made temporary withdrawals of the land 
needed to preserve these water power sites 
until congress could act. 

“The order revoking the withdrawal of 
the million and a half acres was made in 
April, Sufficient information was procured 
from the geological survey to permit.an order 
withdrawing the land upon which were water 
power sites in May, and this withdrawal cov- 
ered about 300,000 acres, instead of a mil- 
lion and a half. The ferm of the new order 
of withdrawal was such that it set aside 
all filings and entries of any kind which 
had been made prior to its going into effect 
and, as a matter of fact, not one single 
filing has been attempted on any of the 
water power sites since the original order 
of withdrawal in January, 1900. 

The story as to the 16.000 acres in Mon- 
tana circulated by publication in the news- 
pers, when presented by Gov. Pardee, was 
reduced to 158 acres near the.Missouri river 
in Montana, or four tracts of 40 acres each, 
and it now turns out from examination of 
the records that these filings were refilings of 
entries made ten years before; that the re- 


lings were made on the lith of June, 1900, 


more than two weeks after the withdrawal 
of the water power sites in Montana, and 
that the four tracts of 40 acres each filed upon 
had no water power sites on them at all.

Eliot Is President. 

Former President Charles W. Eliot of Har- 
vard university is the executive head of the 
new league and Mr. Fisher is a member of 
the executive committee. The final steps 
toward organization were taken in the latter 
part of July at Cambridge, Mass, but the 
fact was not made public until Presigent 
Taft consented to become a member. The 
membership in the new league is to be com- 
posed of individuals, while membership in the 
organization of last weer was Umited to asso- 
ciations.

Taft Gives His Approval. 

A letter to President Taft announcing the 
completion of plans and the choice of Mr. 
Eliot as president brought a prompt reply. 

The president expressed his approval of 
the plans of the association, saying: 

It is ‘of the greatest importance that tuts 
movement should proceed both wisely and 
effectively, and the National Conservation 

association should be a valuable instrument 
for accomplishing this result. I shall be 
glad to have you enroll my name in its mem- 
bership,*’ 

Mr, Fisher said the plan had been dis- 
cussed in a conference at which President 
Roosevelt and Gifford A. Pinchot of the bu- 
reau of-forestry were present. This was in 
1908, according to Mr. Fisher, and the plan 
was outlined largely by President Roosevelt. 

The purpose of the organization ae an- 
nounced is to unite in one great national or- 
ganization all those who desire to give their 
persona} influence and support to the move- 
ment, Its object is to advocate the ddoption 
of definite measures to carry into effect the 
principles set forth. Each state and terri- 
tory shall be represented in the board of 
managers. 


Prineiples of Association. 

The stgtement of principles declares it to 
be of thé utmost importance that the nat- 
ural resources of the nation shall be de- 
veloped and utilized for the promotion of 
the public welfare, without waste, destruc- 
tion, or needless impairment, and subject 
always to their intelligent conservation and 
consequent preservation of the rights and 
interests of future generations. {he first 
portion of the statement is a repetition of 
the declaration adopted by the conference of 
governors convened by the president at the 
White house in May, 1908. 

In addition to the policy concerning the 
water powers the policy of the association 
includes: The directing of public attention 
to the need for preserving the fertility of 
the solls. 

The enactment ot legislation whereby the 
title to the surface of public lands and to 
the minerals below the surface shall be 
granted separately. 

The protection of the source waters of 
navigable streams. 

The enactment and enforcement by the 
nation and by the states of effective laws to 
prevent spreading of fire in all forests. 

The regulation of timber cutting on for- 
est land. 

The separation, for purposes of taxation, 
of the timber from the land on which it 
grows. 


Wants Waterways Commission. 

The preparation by a commission appoint- 
ed by the president of the United States of a 
plan for waterway improvement, including 
the development and disposition of water 
power, the lrrigation of arid lands, the dra in- 
age of swamp and overflow lands, the con- 
trol of floods, the prevention of soil wash, 
and the purification of streams for water 
supply.

Thirty-second Install ment of a Diary of a 
47,000 Mile Journey.

Thursday—I was up before the sun, to see 

the east change from yellow to gold, with 

pink above. Then the color fades, it grows 
light; then the heat and light of great fires 
mount higher and higher, and out of the 
base of this flame appears the sun, which in 

a moment more is big and blinding, casting 

dancing flames on the troubled biue water 

And all the time we-are sailing south along a 

barren, sandy coast, with no Signs of life 

In the forénoon we crossed the tropic of 

Capricorn, with blue skies, cool to cold wind; 

and the sheep are huddled together as if cold. 

At 3 we tie up at the end of a mile long 
wharf, with a strong cold wind blowing out 
ef the east. I walk ashore, and, following 
the tram line across an island formed by two 
mouths of the Gascoyne river, crossa bridge 
and reach the town of Carnarvon: a few 
tin houses painted white, broad streets, a 
half dozen general stores, two or three ho- 
tels, a bank, a few houses; and that is all, 
no trees, only sand and low stunted, sparse 
vegetation. Carnarvon looks neater and 
more attractive than Broome, but is even 
at that miserable enough. Inland are vast 
sheep and cattle stations. 

With a look around town I returned to the 
ship, a walk altogether of six miles, most 
of it on a heavy, sandy road. On the way 
back I passed a gang of eleven native blacks, 
prisoners, chained together, who have been 
working on the. road. I wandered off the 
path on the island and enjoyed the low, scrub- 
by desert plants, rising in great low masses 
on the sandy, rolling country. The vegeta- 
tion reminds me of the sage and grease brush 
of Arizona, with many little flowers, all new 
to me, for, though it is winter, it is the rainy 
season, so-called, and the vegetation is now 


green. There is not a sign of a tree any- 
where. 3 


Time and Sand Abundant. 

Friday—Time and sand seem most abun- 
Gant on this coast. Clear blue skies and 
cold blue sea prevail all day, and tonight 
there is a sharp cutting wind. All day long 
we have been in sight of the low, barren, 
treeless, sandy coast on oureast. My steam- 
er blanket was none too heavy last night, 
though my cabin at last was filled up, four 
of us in all; the steward said there was no 
help for it. The boat simply overfiows with 
sheep and cattle and herdsmen who talk lit- 
tle but horse. It is not an intellectual crowd, 
but extremely provincial, rough and ready. 


The most familiar expression I have heard 


is Let's have another.“ 
The stars are of wondrous size, and I 
have got in the habit of watching the dawn 


and sunrise from my bunk through the port- | 


hole. It is an interminably long, slow voy- 
age. The most common topic of conversa- 
»tin is about local labor problems; then 1 
have heard some interesting and rare nat- 
ural history information, for they all insist 
that the kangaroo gives birth to her yourg 
through her mammary gland! They are 
certain for they have seen the phenomenon! 
No room for argument here, 
Saturday—This morning we Were still 
booming along this cold wind swept sea, with 
@ clear blue sky and the same low sandy 
shore. At noon the shore line becomes a 
littie more broken and diversified, with 
higher land showing up here and there. At 
2 we tied up to the pier at Geraldton, the 
most important town between Freemantle 
and the northeast coast, a distance of 3,000 
to 4.000 miles Geraldton has railway con- 
nection with Freemantle and the Murchison 
gold fields. 


Geraldton Dull as Death. 

For an hour I walked the streets of this 
frontier metropolis. How tame and stupid 
it seems after having just come from Java 
and Ceylon! Why, it's as deauly dull and 
co onplace as Perry, Okla., and seeming- 
ly not so healthy. The scantiness of the 
Australian population is Just beginning to 
be real to me. I was back on the Minilya 
at 5, and an hour later we set out on our 

last lap, for tomorrow we are due in Free- 
mantle. 

Sunday—At 5 o'clock this afternoon the 
long, tedious ride was at an end. The enor- 
mous length of the West Australian coast, 


the fewness of the towns, and the scanty 


population are my most vivid impressions. 
It is twenty-two hundred miles from Sour- 
abaya to Freemantle, with less than half 
@ million people in all Western Australia. 
Tt has been a rough voyage, considering 
the beauties of the eastern island sea and 
Torres straits, with their strange people, all 
of which I had to give up simply because 
there was no steamship in that direction. 

A low, partially wooded shore with bunga- 
lows here and there, a train along the shore, 
a breakwater, two and three story brick and 
stone houses, and we behold Freemantle. 
We head up a channel and soon tie up at 
the wharf. A large crowd of provincials were 
on the pier, awaiting their friends. They 
Were a rosy cheeked lot, and in spite of the 
cold, raw wind wore straw hats and light top 
coats. I got my baggage through the cus- 
toms house without much difficulty, although 
it is apparent that the customs examination 
here is not the perfunctory sort of thing it 
has been elsewhere. 


Hotel Is Typically English. 

With Tom Carter, a fellow passenger from 
Sourabaya, and one of the few redeeming 
lights of the trip, I made my way up town 
to the Federal hotel. It is a typical English 
affair, cheerless and cold, with no sign of 
heat anywhere, except a tiny coal fire in the 
smoking room. My room, however, is large 


and. well furnished, and is beautifully clean, 


and the bed looks comfortable. There was 
& big strapping barmaid behind the bar 
downstairs, for this English custom seems 
to have penetrated throughout all western 
Australia. 

Monday—For an hoor or two this morning 
I have walked through this busy little town, 


. gemi-English, semi-Western American in 
character: street cars of American type 
_ @bound, and in the stores I have seen some 

--aplendid examples of the far famed Austra- 


Uan fruit, beautiful looking pears and apples 
specially abound. The stores, and shops 
ther wise seem of a mediocre quality. 

At 10 o’clock I went down to the station 
tor my first ralbway journey, and a twelve 
miles ride of considerable beauty brought 
ms to Perth, capital of western Australa, 
| ® lively town, with a good deal of beauty 


. @plendid ethnological material from western 
Australia, but the collections are badly ar- 
ranged and are housed in a badly planned 
building. It was apparent at once that the 
Modern science of ethnology has not made 
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of rather bleak ocean and land even more 
bleak. The trees are curious looking af- 
fairs, shedding their bark rather than their 
leaves. Among them the eucklyptus, of 
course, predominates. They are a big scrag- 
ely weird looking trees. In amongst the trees 
were low green shrubs of new and strange 
forms. At the end of the park the road 
Winds down the face of the bluff, and I 
made my way back to the city along the 
river front. 

From the big English looking station I 
started back to Freemantie. The railway 
carriages are typical English, with first and 
second class. The prevailing language 
seems to be cockney.“ yet the people 
whom I have seen today look like west- 
erners rather than English. No signs of 
poverty are visible, nor have I seen any 
beggars, in fact everyone wears rather a 
Prosperous look. The cost of living here, 
however, is, Isuspect, comparatively dear. 
From all I have seen and heard this must 
be the paradise of the laboring man. In 
fact they seem to be the real rulers of Aus- 
tralia today. At the hotel, on the street, 
and on the train nearly everyone is talking 
horse, and, apparently, football and cricket 
are favorite pastimes. ' 


Porters Demand Big Pay. 

Tuesday.—With all my heavy clothing L 
have not become accustomed to this raw, 
cold wind, which at times seems to blow 
straight from the south pole. I left Free- 
mantle this morning without a pang ot re- 
gret at 10 o'clock. I piled my traps in a car- 
riage and went down to the dock and en- 
gaged a porter to carry my belongings 
aboard. It was a work of two minutes, and 
I thought I was paying him well with * 
shilling. However, he scornfully refused 
and showed me his tariff. There it was in 
good black and white print, and for less than 
two minutes’ work it seemed that I owed 
him 60-cents, and I am more than ever con- 
scious that licensed robbery In Australia has. 
full swing. 

I had heard much of the M.“ boats of the 
P. and O. Steamship company. Consecuent- 
ly I boarded the big 10,000 ton Moldavia 
with no little interest. It was lying along- 
side the little old Minilya, which looked 


Smaller and dirter thangever. The Moldavia 


is certainly. a big improvement over the old 
Oceana. It is a-fine, big, clean, beautiful 
ship, with a mere handful of passengers. 
The stately dining room tonight had only a 
small fraction of its chairs occupied, but it. 
was a well dressed crowd. This ship seemed 
like a veritable floating palace after the 
Minilya, and I was especially delighted to 
find a good library; to which I at once glued 
myself, and since 10 o'clock this morning 
have waded through two volumes. 

We left Freemantle at 2 o'clock sharp and 
headed for the south pole. In the afternoon 
we saw several great albatross. Beautiful 
big, white birds they are, like enormous gulls. 
Still later in the afternoon we saw a splen- 
did fight between a killer, whale and two 
great swordfish, the water being lashed into 
foam. | 


HOPES FOR PERFECT.SYSTEM 
OF FINANCE IN MIKADO LAND. 


Premier of Japan Says Money Condi- 
tions Are Encouraging and Looks 
Forward to Improvement. 


TOKIO, Sept. 15—Premier Katsura, in an 
address before the Bankers’ club today, said 
the financial conditions of the country are 
encouraging. Declaring that the present 
system finance is excellent, he expressed 
the hope that it steadily would improve, un- 
til perfection is reached. | 

The premier said the policy begun this year 
of the development of resources. and the 
avoidance of unproductive expenditure con- 
sistently will be followed, He expressed the 
hope that by lowering! the rate of taxation 
the burdens patriotieally borne by a con- 
siderable section of the population would be 
relieved. 

Marquis Katsura promised that for the 
ensuing year a sum considerably in excess 
of $26,500,000 will be devoted to the redemp- 
tion of bonds. He thanked the bankers for 
their support and asked for the confidence 
and continued unity of the people in the gov- 
ernment’s policy aimed toward the upbuild- 
ing of the country: through pesceful develop- 
ment. : | 

Katsura spoke of the warm relations be- | 
tween Japan and America, where the Jap- 
anese business men are now being enter-

where his father’s death forced him to take 

a seat, much against his wishes. His Rad- 

ical tendencies made him prefer the fighting 

line of the house of commons, where he had 

been his party’s whip and one of the best it 
| ever had had. 


Letter to Kaiser Causes Comment. 

In 1008, after he hdd been first lord of 
the admiralty two years, it was discovered 
that he had been in private correspondence 
with the German emperor on the subject of

| many, and the subject was referred to so 

frequently in the house of commons that the 

then chancellor of the exchequer, Mr. As- 

quith, issued a statement about it in which

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TAFT, THE TARIFF, AND THE WEST. 
The welcome which will be accorded the 
president of the United States in Chicago 
today is indicative of that which he will 
receive as he travels through the country 
to see and to be seen of the people. The 
respect for his office and the appreciation 
of the man is probably greater in the ter- 
ritory which he enters today and which 
he will not leave until he nears the end 
of his journey than it is in parts where 
he is more often and which are nearer to 
the seat of government. | 

The population in the upper Mississippi 
valley, from the boundaries of Pennsyl- 
vania to the Rockies, nominated and elect- 
ed William H. Taft because it believed 
that, mote thau any other man but one in 
the whole country, he represented the poli- 
cies in which it believed and which bear 
his predecessor's name. He won in the 
Chicago convention and was elected be- 
cause the people believed in his courage, 
his candor, and in his loyalty to the inter- 
ests of the nation, irrespective of party 
or section. 

His task in carrying out the mandate 
which he received from the country is not 
easy. During the extra session of con- 
gress the ideas which he represented and 
the wishes of the people who made him 
president were consistently and ably op- 
posed by an alliance of interests united 
for mutual protection. The Aldrich law is 
a disappointment to a great mass of the 
people to whom the president will speak 
on his journey. It is his avowed inten- 
tion to discuss the tariff, To assert that 
he will do so candidly is unnecessary.

ENGLISH MEASURES FOR CHINA, . 

It would be almost as reasonable to in- 
troduce the parasang, the cubit, and the 
talent Into China as to bring in the Eng- 
lish system of weights and measures. 
English coinage would accompany the 
weights and measures. First lessons in 
English coinage are calculated to pros- 
trate the strongest nerves. The motive 
for inflicting these barbarous systems 
upon the already unhappy Chinese is suf- 
ficiently obvious. It is purely commer- 
cial. With the weights, and measures, 
and coins, and currency of England 


would go the trade of the British mer- 


chant. The English trader sees nothing 
unreasonable in the proposition. En- 
lightened selfishness” is the lamp that | 
guides his footsteps. There are 400,000,- 
00O— more or less—of benighted heathen 
in China who need English goods, and if 
the introduction of English measures of 
length, quantity, weight, cold, and values 
will help to extend English trade, why, 
the British trader says, the Chinesé¢ ought 
to have them. They ought to have the 
English thermometer, the scale of which 
is founded upon 4 blunder as to tho 
freesing point of. distilled water at sea 
level. The Chinese ought to be individu- 
ally weighed in English “stone.” They 
ought to drink their gin in English gilis. 

They should, above all, know dhe de- 
lights of the English “ guinea,” an obso- 
lete and purely imaginary coin Which is 
now only used to extort an additional six- 
pence or shilling from the reluctant way- 
tarer. Chinese doctors should be taught 
to reckon their fees in guineas and sol- 
emnly pocket at least one gold pound and 
one silver shilling for each visit. The 
emperor of China, when he makes a sub- 
scription to the flood or famine sufferers 
or the fresh air fund, should give 100 
guineat—no more, no less—and should 
have his name head all the lists in the 
Chinese newspapers as having given to 
the “cause” 106 pounds—that is to say, 
100 guineas. Chinese tailors Qshouid 
charge’ for their clothes in guineas, not 
pounds, and Chinese theaters should ask 
exactly half a guinea—or 10 shillings 
and 6 pence—for the best “ stalls,” 
which may always be had at the “ book- 
ing office ’"—another archaism—when the 
house is empty, or for 11 shillings and 
6 pence at the “ libraries,” if the play 
is worth seeing ot any considerable num- 
ber of people think it is. 

When the Chinese have mastered the 
mysteries of the English gold coin that 
no longer exists, they may exercise their 
astute intellects upon the English silver 
coins. They may learn to distinguish an 
English ha crown from an English two 
shilling pigce when they pay a hansom 
Ariver in the dark; for, of course, all the 
old English hansoms—now fast disap- 
pearing in London before the triumpbaut 
march of the taxi —will go to China. 
The taxi is far too swift for China, which 
is just good enough to wear the castoff 
clothes of England. When the heathen 
Ohinee has given a gold sovereign instead 
of a silver shilling to a cab driver a few 
times he will, perhaps, bless and curse 
not the commercial compulsion that intro- 
duced the English coinage system to him. 

Then he should have the “ thruppenny 
bit —Half a sixpence, or 3% cents Amer- 
ican money. The threepenny piece will 
be found useful te put in the contriba- 
tion box at church—to which sacred call- 
ing it is now chiefly devoted in Ehgland. 
Then there is the farthing. Let us not 
forget the farthing! Are not two spar- 
rows sold for a farthing—King James’ 
version? The farthing is almost as use- 
ful as the heller in Austria. Two farth- 
ings, or 5 heller, equal 1 cent American 
money. An all merciful Providence res- 
cued this country from the English coin- 
age, though not from English weights 
and measures. Some travelers have seen 
a farthing, if they have penetrated to 
Petticoat lane, or Whitechapel, or Mile 
End road. The Chinese will like the 
farthing, but they would like the “ hel- 
ler” still better, for they are accustomed 
to small coins. 

When the Chinese are versed in the in- 
trieacies of the farthing, the guinea, the 
rood, the furlong, the gill, the “ stone,” 
the “quarter,” and the imperial pint, a 
picture of which was printed in Tun 
Trisune last Sunday, they will be ready 
for English trade. They will need then 
the English thermometer—rejected by all 
nations except England and America—to 
measure the heat they will begin to feel 
under their Celestial collars when they 
realize how foolish they have been in 
falling victims to English artfulness and 
adopting archaic and obsolete systema 
from the west, of which they already 
have a sufgcient supply at home. gate 

Tue Trisune has a better suggestion 
to make. It is that the English should 
adopt the Chinese system of weights, and 
measures, and coinage as it prevails at 
Peking, which is quite as rational as their 
own. As 400,000,000 — the population of 
China—is to 34,000 ,000—the approximats 
population of England—so are the rea- 
sons for introducing the Chinese system 
into England more powerful than the rea-

and to bring them within the influence of the 
church. 

Indeed, these Catholic clubs, which now are 
to be found all over France, have developed 
into & political power of no small importance 
and furnished the principal opposition to the 
anti-eoclesiastical legislation of the last 
twenty years, an opposition which, while it 


has not succeeded in defeating the measures, 


has compelled the government to modify and 
temper them. 

Father Du Lac also was regarded as the 
real leader of the Nationalist party in 
France, exercised a powerful role in con- 
nection with the Rowalsts, and came prom- 
inently into the public éye at the time of the 
Dreyfus controversy. Indeed, he was de- 
nounced by many as the real director of the 
anti-Dreyfus movement. But this was not 
the case. It is doubtful whether he enter- 
tained any real prejudice against the prisoner 
of Devil's island. His interest in the matter 
was attributable to the fact that he was the 
father confessor and spiritual adviser of 
Gen. de Boisdeffre, of Col. the Marquis du 
Paty de Clam, and of several other generals 
ahd officers of good birth, who were mixed 
up in ti matter.

When the tables were turned against the 
@nemies of Dreyfus Father Du Lac went 80 
far as to intercede for Gen. de Boisdeffre 
and his colleagues, and with this purpose in 
view met Joseph Reinach, the chief the 
champione of Dréyfus-as a déjeunerin June, 
1899, given by Mme. Gonzalez-Dreyfus, wife 
of the Guano king, and who was no relation 
whatsoever of Maj. Dreyfus, hor even one 
of his co-religionists, but a devout Catholic, 
and one of the penitents of Father Du Lac. 
On rising from the table a conversation ex- 
tending over four hours took place between 
Reinach and the priest, to which the former 
has on several occasions since alluded in 
print. 

Father Du Lac was a thorough man of the 
world and made it his business to keep on 
terms of social intercourse even with his 
foes. Thus he used frequently to visit the 
house of Waldeck- Rousseau, despite the fact 
that the leader was as prime minister one of 
the chief authors of the legislation against 
the religious orders and the church; and 


| while there is no truth in the story that he 


was the confessor of that statesman himself, 
there is no doubt that he officiated in that 
capacity to Mme. Waldeck-Rousseau. n- 
other friend from whom he differed in politi- 
cal and religious matters was Senator He- 
brard, the owner and director of the Temps, 
which may be regarded as the Parisian coun- 
terpart of the London Times. In fact, Father 
Du Lac, besides being a most gifted 
priest and teacher, was a brilliant man of 
the world, with the most fascinating manner 
and conversation. He went everywhere and 
knew everybody, brought about innumerable 
marriages, and was, as I have mentioned 
above, the spiritual adviser and the father 
confessor of half the old aristocracy, most 
of the men of which had been in their youth 
his pupils. Thanks to this, he exercised an 
extraordinary influence in Royalist, Na- 
tionalist, and clerical circles, and may be 
said to have had a finger in every pie in 
France, no matter whether political or social, 
during the last three or four decades. How 
broad minded and in this respect thoroughly 
Jesuitical he was may be gathered from the 
fact that he quarreled with Drumont owing 
to the latter’s refusal to accede to his de- 
mands to modify radically, if not toeliminate 
altogether, the extravagant charges against 
the Rothschilds contained in La France 
Juive.

There was a time, indeed, when the public 
credited| Father Du Lac with an even still 
greater power than that which he possessed, 
and portrayed him in their minds as a coun- 
terpart of Eugene Sue’s Father Rodin in 
„he Wandering Jew.’ But there is no 
doubt that he was extremely infiuential, the 
more so that he had at his back that wonder- 
ful Jesuit order, which differs from other 
religious fraternities in that, whereas the 
latter invariably attack the enemy from 
without the walls, the Society of Jesus, on 
the contrary, commences operations from 
within the walls; also, the Jesuits, instéad of 
exhausting their strength by swimming 
against the stream, usually swim with it, 
with the object of influencing and direeting 
its course. Certain it is that none ot the 
great Catholic religious orders have done 
more for progress.and science than the Jesu- 
its, to whom the world is indebted for much 
of its astronomical knowledge, for some of 
its finest) observatories and meteorological 
stations in Europe as well as in the orient, 
and who possess at their college at Madrid 
the finest museum of natural history and 
technological museum that I can remember 
ever to have seen anywhere.

SPECTRA OF MARS AND Moo 
ALIKE, ASSERTS ASTRONOMER, 


No Indications the Planet Is In- 
habited, According to Director Camp- 
bell of Lick Observatory. 


San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 15.—[Special.]— 
In addition to his statement about his recent 
observations of Mars Director Campbell of 
Lick/observatory today said in discussing the 
results of the study of the spectrum of the 


planet: | 

It there had been the slightest difference 
between the spectrum of Mars and the spec- 
trum of the moon undef absolutely similar 
conditions that prevailed during the observaä- 
tions, we would have said it was evidefice of 
the existence of water vapor. As it was, we 
found the spectra exactly alike. Two years 
ago Slipher of Lowell's staff announced the 
discovery of large quantities of water vapor 
on the planet. Before that English, French, 
and German astronomers, making observa- 
tions from the sea level, or near the sea level, 
had seen the same large quantities. 3 

“Now, what will Slipher say? He and 
the others were all wrong. What they saw 
was not water vapor in the atmosphere of 
Mars, but water vapor over the point in the 
earth's atmosphere from which they made 
their observations. Mars is never clouded, | 
and when the astronomer is getting ready 
for observing the planet he does not ask 
himself: WInl Mars be clear? He knows 
it will. He puts this qupation to himself: 
Will the earth be clear?“ 

“Tt have always believed the existence of 
polar caps indicate the existence of water 
on Mars, but there is no proof of the case. 
The polar caps behave as would carbon 
dioxide. Now; carbon dioxide is the last 
lingering remnant of ancient atmosphere. 
It is the heaviest component part. Perhaps 
the other ingredients escaped into outer 


space or have combined with the earth's crust. { 


There is no single scrap of evidence that 
Mars is inhabited; all that the astronomer 
can hope to contribute to the question is to 
determine whether conditions on the planet 
are favorable to the existence of life or are 
opposed. The so-called canals and other 
markings I do not consider as evidence of 
man's work. No doubt changes in the mark- 
ings on the planet's surface fron?time to 
time appear in connection with the changes of 
seasons, perhaps due to the ordinary changes 
in vegetation.”’

SUPPLY PUT IN PERIL, 


Bottling Plants and Can Receiv- 
ers Are Hit by High Win- 
| ‘ter Schedule.

Chicago's milk supply is threatened by the 


deadiock which developed yesterday between | 


the country producers and the city distribu- 
tors. It was the day for the signing of fall 
and winter contracts, but through most of 
the great dairy district of northern Illinois: 
from which Chicago draws its supply few 
agreements were entered into. 
The reason was that the farmers, through | 
the Milk Producers’ Protective association's | 
activities, stood firm for an average of $1.866 | 
a hundred pounds until April, while the city 
companies were equally determined not to 
pay more than their offer of $1.666. These 
prices are for milk delivered at the country 


| bottling plants of such city distributers as 


the Bowman, Borden, Kee & Chappell, Ira 


J. Mix, and Forest Glen companies. 
T ‘The price offered by the city concerns is 


said to be 15 cents above that paid last winter 
and higher than ever given for milk in the 
territory. 


Says Farmers, Want Share. 
J. P. Grier, the secretary of the Producers’ 


association, 1208 Ashland building, defended 


the farmers for their stand, 1 
“The farmers, who, by the way, get only 


8% cents a quart for the milk they sell, are 


beginning to realize that the bottlers are 
getting all the profits,”’ said Mr. Grier, ‘‘ and 
they have determined to take a firm stand 
for their rights. Practically all products 
have rigen rapidly during the last few years, 
while the price of milk alone has remained 
stationary. 

The firmnesg of the producers in stand- 
ing by their eement of Aug. 17 is shown 
by the fact that of the thirty-two towns rep- 
resented in the association, twenty-two al- 
ready have reported their refusal to accept 
the bottlers’) offer, and the others are still 
to be heard from.“ 

The association also fixed the rates for the 
can shippers, who send the milk directly to 
the distributers in this city. The price was 
put at $1.50 a sixty pound can, an increase | 
of 18 cents over last year’s rate. Of this 
25 cents is considered for freight, which the 
shippers must pay, and 10 cents is added to 
cover wear of cans, health inspection, and 
other incidentals. 


Contracts Signed Farther Out. 


Reports from towns lying on the outer 
fringe of the district supplying the city with 
milk were to the effect that contracts were 
being signed there at rates considerably be- 
low the scale offered by the Chicago dis- 
tributers. Thus at Sterling and Dixon three 
companies agreed to take the milk of 20,000 
cows for the coming six months at an aver- 
age rate of $1533 a hundred pounds. As 
these ‘towns are so far from the city that 
freight rates make competition in the busi- 
ness of supplying fresh milk practically out 
of the question. the product is used at 
condensing plants and butter and cheese fac- 
tories. 

It is probable that the local price for milk 
in Aurora, Elgin, and smaller cities in the 
heart of the dairy country will be advanced.

Railway and Industrial Issues Absorb 
| Bulk of Trading. 


{NEW YORK TIMES FINANCIAL LEADER.] 

NEW YORK, Sept. 15.—[{Special.}]—The 
stock market today was strong in all depart- 
ments. Advances of 1 to 3 points were scored 
by all but a scant half dozen of fifty or more 
really active stocks, and while transactions 
were the heaviest among railroad shares, yet 
interest was even greater in the industrials, 
which almost without exception responded. 
to an unusual volume of buying. 

One of the most suggestive features of the 
price movement was the relative inactivity 
and narrow fluctuations of Union Pacific. 
Where for nearly a month the market has 
pivoted for this stock today its course was 
without the least effect upon trading. It 
Was plain from the character of a consider- 
able part of the day’s business that much of 
the rise was again due to the driving in of 
belated shorts.“ Speculatofs of this ilk 
have in the last fortnight received the most 
costly punishment ever meted out to a con- 
tingent of Wall street traders, and while 
their covering purchases have of course 
served to sustain prices and to advance them 
in many directions for the time being, yet 
in a technical sense the market has by this 
fact been deprived of an important source of 
strength. 


Heavy Buying of Steel. 

Perhaps the most influential factor today 
Was the heavy buying and advance of Unit- 
ed States Steel common into new record 
levels. For the day the stock rose 2% 
points upon transactions of above 205,000 
shares. Daily reports of the enlarging busi- 
ness of the corporation are so familiar now 
as to seem monotonous, but it remains to 
de seen what effect the consequent expan- 
sion of the company’s earnings is to have 
upon disbursements to stockholders, and it 
is, of course, upon the theory of larger div:- 
dends that buying of the stock still goes on 
even at prevailing prices. It is the pros- 
perity of the steel corporation in particular 
and the steel and iron trades as a whole 
which have brought the industrial section ct 
the market into its present favor with Wa“ 
Street. Investigation shows that financial 


results only a little less surprising are being 


obtained by companies in all lines of trade 
and their shares are, therefore, sought. 
Two other matters of broader significance 
had a part in the making of today's market. 
One of these was the extremely favorabl« 
impression created througheut the financial 
district by Mr. Taft's able championszip of 
sound banking ideas and especially a central 
bank in his Boston speech. From his own 
and the advocacy of leading bankers through- 
out the country it is perhaps not too much

SHEEP. 


Sheep prices suffered the first reaction recorded 
in more than a week, sales of range offerings’ being 
made at generally 10c lower prices, A few choice 
lambs sold at steady figures, but the great bulk 
of the supply had to goat a decline of 106186. Re- 
ceipts of 26,000 head were lighter than the trade 
had expected, but the quality of the offerings was 
common, many of the arrivals being in a water 
soaked condition, and buyers insisted on con- 
cessiong in prices to offset the extra weight carried 
by the animals. The trade was stagnant most of 
the day, but willingness to make concessions in 
prices enabled salesmen to effect a satisfactory 
clearanoe of their holdings before the finish. 

Range and native lambs reached $7.50, but that 
price was an outside figure, and, while the bulk of 
the fat rangers cleared around $7.30, most of the 
good natives sold at 57.007. 33. Feeding lambs 
were in good request and sold at $6.50@6.60, with 
some having a killing end at $6.80@6.85. Nevada 
wethers sold at $6.15, against $5.25 on Tuesday, 
while ewes made $4.40@4.60, against 4.

the facts and to obtain them from authorita- 


tive sources is the ambition that is sending |. 


the chief magistrate out through the west

If the Taft policies are not founded on ac- 
eurate knowledge of the situation it will not 
be the fault of William Howard Taft. Be- 
fore his trip is ended he will have taken up 
more than a score of questions of federal 
government in different localities and gath- 
ered the data on which he will base execu- 
tive orders and recommendations to congrese.

practice devolves upon the present chief 
magistrate. 

How to effect proper conservation of 
mines, forests, water power, and other of 
the nation’s naturally endowed resources is 
one of the great problems the president is 
trying to work out. During his trip he in- 


tends to find out just what there is to con- 


serve and how best to conserye it for the 
benefit of the people at large before it all is 
conserved by the iniquitous trusts. 

It is admitted generally that some new 
legislation will be necessary to enable the 
administration to protect the nation’s riches. 
and out in the west there are widely varying 
ideas of what form this legislation will take. 
The president wants to hegr all sides of the 
conservation question presented before. he 
forms any opinion upon which recommenda- 
tions to congress will be based, 

Among ‘the investigations that will claim 
the president’s attention will be a quiet in- 
quiry into the merits of the Ballinger-Pinchot 
controversy over the policy of the interior 
department in conservation questions. Mr. 
Taft last night issued a letter upholding Mr. 
Ballinger in the Cunningham Alaska case 
and indicated his confidence in the secretary. 


Charges Favors to Corporations. 

Chief Forester Pinchot charges that nu- 
merous water power sites in the west have 
been withdrawn from entry in the interest 
of corporations and his general criticism is 
that Secretary of the Interior Richard Bal- 
linger has favored corporations to the detri- 
ment of the people's interests in his adminis- 
tration of the public lands. On the other 
hand, Secretary Ballinger asserts that he 
has carried out the law to the letter and that 
if corporations have 2 thereby he law- 

lly could not prevent it. 

3 Pinchot expressed his views on the 
subject in a Los Angeles speech thus: 

„The lines in this country are being pretty 
closely drawn between th who stand for 
good government and th who stand for 
special privileges.” he said. | 

“The square deal is what we seek as a 
weapon in the controversy between the peo- 
ple I feel that the time has come for men 
to stand up and to be counted, and I think 
also that the facts should be made widely 
known. There is a great fight coming up in 
the next congress. On account of the with- 
drawals for power rights lately, it is bound 
to come up. The men who cofitrol water 
power in the end, unless the government con- 
trols them, will control industry.

When the president has been over the 
ground in person he will be much better able 


to decide this growing controversy than at 


present. As for the case of the Alaska coal 
mines which Secretary Ballinger has been 
called upon to explain, the president Will 
have to content himself with what crumbs of 
information he can pick up this side of Puget 
sound, The secretary will accompany the 
president on part of his trip in the northwest 
and will be his chief entertainer in Seattle. 


Will Study Inland Waterways. 

The development of inland waterways will 
be another subject of presidential inquiry, 
particularly during the latter part of the long 
trip. On a four day voyage down the Missis- 
sippl from St. Louis to New Orleans Mr. 
Taft will observe the physical conditions in- 
volved’ in the project of the lakes to the gulf 
ship channel and listen to the arguments as- 
serting and denying its feasibility. 

In the delegation of public officials accom- 
panying the president will be a score of 
authorities on waterway development, the 
majority of whom favor the immediate 
undertaking of the project by the govern- 
ment. There will be civil engineers on hand 
to tell the president how the channel would 
be constructed, how much it would cost, and 
how longit would take. 

It would cost $159,000,000 to build a fourteen 
foot channel from the lakes to the gulf, they 
said, and. it would take eighteen years to 
complete it. From St. Louis to the gulf the 
cost, they estimated, would be §128,600,000. 
and then it would be next to impossible to 
maintain a channel of the proper depth in the 
shifting sands of the river bed. 

On the other hand, the president will have 
the opinion of many eminent engineers, like 
Lyman E. Cooley, that the project is per. 
fectly feasible and‘not nearly so costly as the 
government engineers contend. 


To Sound People on Postal Bank. 

Another matter into which the president 
intends to inquire as he goes along is the 
postal savings bank proposition. It 16 un- 
derstood that he plans to touch on the sub- 
ject in nearly all the hes he makes in 
the west with a view to testing the sentiment 
of his auditors on the scheme. 

The president has talked postal savings 
banks before. In the national campaign a 
year ago he preached the Republican party's 
doctrine of postal savings banks while 
Bryan was preaching the Oklahoma idea of 
guaranteed benk deposits. The president 
found the subject a popular oné with his 
audiences at that time. 

Now that the people have had a year to 
think over the proposition outlined to them 
in the Republican campaign. speeches the 
president would like to get the verdict. What 
information he is able to gather aiong this 
line will guide him in any recommendations

GREATEST TRAVELER OF HIS TIME. 


President Taft the greatest traveler 
in the world? That he is the cham- 
pion globe trotter presidents 
must be admitted, and ‘an admit- 
"tedly globe trotting people he is the 
greatest traveler. The present transcon- 
tinental tour of the president is interesting 
when contrasted with the travels of his 
predecessors in office. The trip of something 
more than 18,000 miles ranks about equal 
with the tour of Theodore Roosevelt in 1908. 
But as a traveler and a globe trotter Presi- 
dent Taft ranke far ahead of ex-President 
Roosevelt, The present trip is but a baga- 


telle in the grand mileage total which rep- 


resents President Taft's peregrinations over 
the face of the earth. 

Would it seem a rash statement to say that 
President Taft has traveled a distance equal 
almost to the distance which lies between 
the earth and the moon? Would it seem like 
an exaggeration’to state that he might have 
made eight grand tours around the world 
and be started on a ninth, according to the 
miles he has traveled? Still, these state- 
ments are correct and truthful and the proof 
lies in a detail of President Taft's journeys. 


Has Made Distance to Moon. 


First, for the trip to the moon simile. The 
mean distamce between the earth and the 
silvery planet is 238/840 miles, but at tim 
of the year the distance is much less. Then 
the moon approaches the earth within 221,590 
miles. No matter what President Taft’s rep- 
utation as a traveler may be previous to 
1900, the itinerary of his journeys since the 
beginning of the new century will serve to 
bear out the previous statements. 

According to figures complied as to Pres- 
ident Taft’s journeys from May 24, 1900, 
when he became governor general of the 
Philippine islands, until Nov. 10, 1909, when 
the present tour will be completed, he will 
have traversed a grand total of 221,954 miles. 
In 1900 and 1001 he covered 24,750 miles in 
journeys between the United States and the 
Philippines and in his official travels. in 
1902 he traveled a total of 23.145 miles; in 
1908, only 8,000 miles; in 1904, 11,724 miles; in 
1905, 38,650 miles; in 1906, 14,065 miles; in 
1907, 38.060 milea; in 1908, 47.270 miles; in 
1908, before his inauguration, 6,960 miles, and 
since then 1,840 miles; coming transconti- 
nental tour 13,000 miles. 


Goes Nearly Nine Times About Earth. 

The same grand total of 222,000 miles would 
take President Taft nearly nine times 
around the earth, ite circumference being

McKinley took the first of these transcou- 
tinental journeys, as they are understood in 
recent years, although it is not to be for- 
gotten that Harrison made a swing around 
a nation wide circle. The McKinley journey 
was of gorgeous proportions as planned and. 
in part, executed. He traveled in a special 
train of nine cars, leaving Washington at 
10:30 a. m. on Monday, April 29, 1901 


Tliness Cut McKinley’s Trip. 


He proceeded through the south, into Texas 
and the southwest territories, participatsd 
in a magnificent flower festival at Redlands. 
Cal., in early May, and was in the midst of 
a splendid five day program in San Frau- 
cisco, when Mrs. McKinley fell ill: The 
schedule, which was to have extended into 
the northweet and would have occupied the 
distinguished traveler till June 15, was abah- 
doned there. The party disbanded, and the 
president and Mrs. McKinley and five mem- 
bers of the cabinet returned directly to Wasn- 
ington, The original arrangements called for 
10,581 miles of travei by special train. 

Roosevelt followed his predecessor's ex- 


_ ample of “touring to the Pacific coast.” 


He, too, traveled by special train, covering 
13,965 miles between 9:05 a. m. April 1, 1903, 
and 7:05 a. m., Friday, June 5, when he e- 
turned to the capital. 


Roosevelt’s Trip on Same Lines, 


He followed on that tour much the same 
course that President Taft is to take, only 
President Taft will travel farther. He will 
go from Chicago to St. Paul, where Roosevelt 
steered straight across the country, and from 
Texas will come up to St. Louis for a long 
trip down the Mississippi. Roosevelt did not 
go into the south. 

The exact mileage of the Taft tour cannot 
be figured because of the tortuous voyage 
on the Mississippi. McKinley's tour to the 
Pacific coast cost the railroads $60,000, but 
he traveled entireiy at their expense. Roose- 
velt's tour to the Pacific coast cost consider- 
ably less. although it, too, was at the expense 
of the railroads. That was before the anti- 
pass law went into effect. Taft is the first 
president to make a similar tour traveling 
on regular e his expenses will be 
paid by the gove ent out of the $25,000 
congress recently voted for his traveling ex- 
penses. 


More than 1,000 Invitations. 


Invitations from cities and towns began to

In the ten years which have elapsed 
since the enactment of the Dingley tariff, 
the conditions have so changed as to make 
a number of the schedules under that tariff 
too high and some toolow. This renders it 
necessary to reéxamine the schedules in order 
that the tariff shall be placed on a purely pro- 
tective basis.

Views in Acceptance Speech.

It proved such a success that it 
was determined to establish a modern meat 
packing plant at Taft, at which not only the 
product of the ranch will be handled, but a 
good market afforded for cattle from other 
ranches of south Texas. The plant will cost 
about $100,000 and will have a killing capacity 


of about 150 cattle and a number of hogs and 


sheep daily. 

The plant ig being so constructed that an 
addition can be built to it any time the de- 
mand justifies. It is statéd by W. T. George, 
manager of the ‘packing house department, 
formerly of Liberty, Mo., that the Taft plant 
will be the most complete and modern in the 
country so far as construction and equipment 
is concerned. The latest improved insula- 
tion and cement finish will be installed, and 
its sanitary arrangements will be unexcelled, 
he says. 


Has Another Huge Ranch. 

It is planned that 8,000 to 4,000 head of cat~ 
tle shall be fed annually at the cotton seed oil 
mill here when it is in operation At present 
there are about 14,000 head of cattle upon 
this ranch: The source of supply for the 
packing house will come chiefly, however, 
from the other Texas ranch of Mr. Tat. This 
last mentioned property - embraces 240,000 
acres, and is situated about 150 miles west of 
Gregory. It is now grazing about 30,000 
head of cattle... In addition to the cattle, La 
Quinta ranch has about 1,700 head of sheep. 
Preparations are being made to raise hogs 
on am extensive scale. ö 

The ranch is operating meat markets at 
Taft, Sinton, and Gregory. This is one of the 
many novel features of the Taft ranch.

President Taft, on the other hand, says 
that he can manage to use the tariff experts 
in such a way as to get the practical results 
that the advocates of a tariff commission had 
demanded. In view of the specific and point- 
ed refusal of congress to confer any such 
power upon a commission, it is difficult to see 
how President Taft can make his experts do 
the things which they were to have done in 
the bill as it passed the senate, but which the 
conference committee struck out from the 
final measure at the behest of the house lead- 
ers, who have never favored any kind of a 
commission and had allowed none in the 
Payne bill. 


Congressmen Under Pressure. 

There was, indeed, never any chance of 
obtaining at this extra session a decent re- 
vision of the tariff schedules. Public opinion 
was not well developed on that subject. In- 
dividual members of congress were under 
pressure from their respective states and 
districts. Only a handful of men took the 
large, national view. Every locality in the 
country—north, south, east, and west—was 
selfishly demanding the thing that it be- 
lieved would make for its own interests. 
Nominally it was a Republican tariff; actu- 
ally it was just as much Democratic as Re- 
publican, and in point of fact it was not par- 
tisan at all. It was simply a hodge-podge, on 
the plan of an old fashioned river and harbor 
bill. 

The reductions of rates in so far as the 
consumer is concerned were more nominal 
than real. The great protected interests 
Were all well looked after. The nominal re- 


ductions in iron and steel were little or noth- 
ing, as compared with what the great Ameri- 
can steel industry could readily have borne. 
The textile industries are more carefully pro- 
tected than under the Dingley bill. There 
are, of course, some good things in the law, 
such as the relaxation of the taxes on for- 
eign literature and art. It had been hoped 
that congress would at least grant the coun- 
try a tariff commission which could be get- 
ting ready for a scientific revision at some 
time in the future. But this is exactly what 
the lobbyists of the great protected interests 
do not want. The present chaotic method of 
tariff. making is the thing they are deter- 
mined to retain if possible. 


No Hope Through Partisanship. 

For a remedy it would be idle to turn from 
one party to the other. Tariff reform will have 
to come in this country through a ripening 
of business conditions and the development 
of public opinion. The Democratic party, in 
spite of its traditional pretensions on the 
score of tariff reform, has not even as broad 
a national view of the subject as the Repub- 
‘Hean party and is not a promising instrument 
for sound revision. The most hopeful sign 
was that presented by the group of dissent- 
ing Republican senators. Their discussion of 
the tariff question was broad, patriotic, and 
able. One does not need to accept their views 
and positions in detail in order to perceive 
that they represent, upon the whole, a higher 
standard than that of the majority. 

“Seven of these eenators decided to vote 
against the adoption of the conference re- 
port These, in alphabetical order, were 
Beveridge of Indiana, Bristow of Kansas, 
Clapp of Minnesota,Cummins and Dolliver of 
Iowa, La Follette of Wisconsin, and Nelson 
of Minnesota. These gentlemen were well 
aware, of course, that the bill had a safe ma- 
jority and would becomea law. They had 
criticised it, for one reason or for another, 
very severely during the debate; and they 
thought it best, each man for his own reasons 
of judgment and conscience, to vote against 
the bill in the end. Perhaps if their votes 
were to have determined the fate of the meas- 
ure some of them might have voted differ- 
ently. It may be safely predicted that they 
will have no difficulty in making their posi- 
tions clear to their constituents.

From the point of view of 
the ‘ultimate consumer,’ a phrase which 
gained prominent currency during the great 
tariff debates, a reduction of duty on the 
things he eats and wears is of far greater 
importance to him personally than an equal 
reduction on cher‘cals or machinery. The 
reductions of the latter class may or may 
not benefit him ultimately. 


High Duties on Cotton 


“Of the four textile schedules,’ cotton, 
wool, fiax, and silk, the first is the one of’ 
paramount importance, affecting an article 
used by every man, woman, and child from 
the richest to the poorest. Though made of 
u raw material of which we produce the 
bulk of the world’s supply and the manu- 
facture of which in this country—in the sta- 
ple lines, at least—is as cheap as, if not 
cheaper than in any of the important com- 
peting countries, the schedule carried duties 
under the Dingley law from 10 per cent to 48 
per cent on thread and yarn, as high as 77 
per cent on cotton cloth (the average rate 
on all cotton cloth being estimated by the 
bureau of statistics at 38 per cent), and simi- 
lar rates on other cotton goods. 

During the interval of twelve years in 
which the Dingley tariff was in force our 
cotton industry made gigantic progress. 
Leading mills have been declaring dividends 
At high as 66 per cent and more, setting the 
pace for domestic prices whose upward trend 
knew but one limit—the height of the tariff 
wall beyond which foreign competition was 
made impossible. 

Unt the close of the tariff debate in 
congress Senators Aldrich and Smoot, on 
whose shoulders rested the weight of respon- 
sibility for the intricate changes in the cotton. 
schedule, stoutly maintained that there had 
been no substantial change in the cotton 
schedule. 


Increase Over Dingley Rate: 


“ The senate finance committee’sown com- 
pilation shows an increase from the average 
Dingley rate of 44.84 per cent to 50/62 per 
cent under the new tariff, or an increase of 
nearly 13 per cent.

„Under the Dingley tariff cotton cloth was 
subject to the same duty whether mercerized 
The new tariff provides (paragraph 
323) for an additional duty of 1 cent a square 
yard on cotton cloth, ‘ mercerized or subject- 
ed to any similar process.’ In paragraph 320 
the definition of mercerized cloth is given as 
one which has any mercerized : 
threads in or upon any part of the fabric.’ 
This will make any cloth haying two or 
more glossy threads in the fabric subject to 
the additional rate as clath mercerized or 
subjected to any similar process.’ 


Vicious Clause Is Retained. 


“When the character of this unique defi- 
nition of cotton cloth was subjected to crit- 
icism| in the house it was withdrawn by Mr. 
Payne on his own motion. It reappeared, 
however, in the senate bill. In the senate it 
again failed to find open support, for no 
sooner had it been exposed to criticism than 
it was withdrawn by Mr. Aldrich. Never- 
theless it reappeared in the bill as reported 
from the conference and now forms part of 
the law of the land. 

“This provision, which will result in in- 
creases of duty as high as 100 per cent, does 
not of- course, exhaust the changes made. 
By changing the classification of ten cloth 
and substituting specific for ad valorem 
duties various grades of cotton cloth are 
made to pay higher rates, while nominally 
the duties may appear to be the same. The 
advances will affect practically every vari- 
ety of cotton cloth, the increases ranging 
from as little as 5 per cent for the finest clotn 
to 100 per cent and more for the poorer 
grades. 

Another item in the cotton schedule which 
received much popular attention is hosiery. 
The conferees modified the advances passed 
by the house by -eaving the following in- 
creases of duty on the lower priced hosiery 
in the act as it finally passed: Hosiery val- 
ved wholesale at not more than $1. per Cozen 
pairs, 88 per cent ad valorem, as against 67 
per cent under. the Dingley tariff; valued at 
$1 to $1.50, 77 per cent, as against the Ding- 
ley rate of 58 per cent; valued at $1.50 to 52, 
62 per cent, as against 51 per cent under the 
Dingley law. The duty on the highest priced 
hosiery, valued at more than $5 per dozen, 
remains unchanged at 55 per cent ad valorem. 

Next in importance to cotton, if not fully 


as important, is wool. It is the schedule that 
formed the subject of even more severe crili- 
cism in congress than cotton. The eriticism 
is based on ‘the discrimination against the 
carded woolen industry, which produces the 
poor man’s cloth, in favor of the worsted 
manufacturers, due to the imposition of a 
uniform duty of 11 cents a pound on raw 
unwashed wool, which taxes the cheaper 
wools as high as 500 per cent and more, while 
frequently amounting to less than 25 per cent 
on the finer grades used for the more expen- 
sive cloths. 

Based on this system of duties on raw 
wool is a graded scale of duties on Woolen 
cloth, which allows the manufacturer of 
cloth composed largely of cotton and shoddy 
the same ‘compensatory’ duty on a theo- 
retical quantity of wool which is supposed to 
gO into the cloth, as it does on cloth made of 

‘all wool.’ The result is the imposition of 
duties frequently ranging from 100 per cent 
to 200 per cent on woolen cloth, blankes, 
etc., which rise in an inverse ratio to the 
value of the goods. This discrimination in 
favor of the worsted industry of New Eng- 
land at the expense of the carded woolen 
mills of the rest of the country is charged 
by the latter to have been instrumental in 
building up a woolen trust dominating prices 
at home and destroying the smaller mills, 
whose owners heve not the necessary capital 
to go into the worsted industry and are thus 
driven out of business. The sehedule has 
been left practically unchanged, save for a 
reduction of duty of about 5 per cent on some 
grades of women’s and children’s dress 
goods, which, on the basis of the 1907 prices, is 
reduced from 115% per cent to 109% per cent 
ad valorem and from 92.6 per cent to 89 ber 
cent ad valorem, respectively.

Chemicals and Earthenware. 


In the chemical schedule (schedule A) 
duties have been reduced on 12 per cent 
of the imports in that class, the reduction 
amounting to 79 per cent below the Ding- 
ley rate; and raised on 12 per cent. the in- 
crease amounting to 44 per cent over the 
Dingley rates, while 76 per cent of the total 
imports under that schedule will continue to 
come in under the old rates. The sum total 
of the changes represents a reduction of 4% 
per cent, Most of the articles under that 
schedule are not used directly by the con- 
sumer, 

Schedule B includes earthenware, glass, 
and glassware, etc. Here the reductions 
affect 7.2 per cent of the total imports under 
that schedule to the extent of 23 per cent 
below the Dingley rates; the increases cover 
4.25 per cent of the total, the inerease being 
nearly 28 per cent above those rates, and 
88.5 per cent of the total are left subject to 
the old rates. With the exception of a re- 
duction amounting on the average to less 
than 5 per cent on common window glass, 
on which the duties ranged from 41 to 87 
per cent under the Dingley tariff, there are 
no reductions in this scheduie that are of 
interest to the general public. On the other 
hand, while the rates on crockery and china- 
ware are left nominally unchanged at 55 
and 60 per cent advalorem, there is a pos- 
sibility of a considerable increase of duties 
on these goods, especially the finer grades, 
under the new provision for estimating mar- 
ket value in certain cases on the basis of 
domestic prices instead of those in foreign 
markets.“ |

The reduction in the metals schedule, the 
expert says, is in many cases 50 per cent or 
more. 

Nevertheless,“ he continues, “it is 
claimed by critics of the new tariff that the 
reducéd rates remain far above what is neces- 
sary to insure a fair profit to the steel in- 
dustry, and it is confidently predicted that 
with the new duty of $3.92 per ton foreign 
steel rails will be as effectually shut out 
from our market as they were under the 
Dingley rate of $7.84, under which our im- 
portations in 1907 amounted to 38108 000 
worth. The significance of this figure will 
be readily appreciated when it is added that 
during the same year we exported $8,384,000 
worth of rails to foreign countries, where 
we not only had no protection but in some 
cases had to overcome, in addition to the cost 
of transportation, the duties imposed for the 
protection of our foreign rivals. 

“The duty on structural steel, “Whether 
plain or punched, or fitted for use,’ was $10 
a ton under the Dingley tariff. The house, 
without changing the wording of the para- 
graph, reduced the rate to $6. When the 
bill reached the.senate the committee on 
finance struck out the words just quoted, 
substituting the words ‘not assembled,
